While several small installa- 
tions of this type have been con- 
structed in’ this country and 
abroad, the Union Electric proj- 
ect will be larger than either of 
the two major ones now being 
built—at Niagara Falls and in 
Great Britain. 

Taum Sauk Plant. 

The ‘‘pumped storage’’ project, 
on which contracts are to be let 
within a few days, is to be called 
the Taum .Sauk plant, a Union 
Electric spokesman said, It in- 
volves the creation of two small 
pools, one on the East Fork of 
the Black river at Taum Sauk 
creek, and another to be scooped 
out of the top of a nearby gran- 
ite mountain which rises about 
1000 feet above the surrounding 
terrain.

McDonald hoes to. write, new 
contractg with the three biggest 
aluminum makers—Alcoa, Kaiser 
and Reynolds Metals —. that he 
feels will increase the pressure 
for a steel settlement. 

In breaking off the steel talks, 
Finnegan said ‘“‘no progress of 
substance has been made.’’ He 
indicated he would reopen the 
bargaining sessions in a week 
or 10 days, depending on what 
happened in the aluminum nego- 
tiations. 

Chief management spokesman 
R. Conrad Cooper would not 
comment on McDonald’s call for 
company-by-company bargaining 
between the union and 95 steel 
firms, including the 11 largest 
companies involved in the top- 
level negotiations. 

McDonald pointed out that, le- 
gally, separate discussions were 
required under the Taft-Hartley 
back -to- work injunction which 
halted the 116-day strike Nov. 7. 
McDonald said bargaining with 
Cooper and his aids has been 
useless. 

Cooper rejected two other un- 
ion requests: for retroactive pay 
under any future settlement and 
a pre-Christmas cost-of-living 
wage hike. 

He said both matters were un- 
consideration by United 
States District Judge Herbert P. 
Sorg, who issued the 80-day 
back-to-work order. He said a 
retroactive pay hike would de- 


stroy the union’s incentive. to | 


reach an early agreement. 

The Steelworkers represent 
about 33,000 of the 45,000 work- 
ers employed by the three big- 
gest aluminum makers. The un- 
ion hopes to reach aluminum 
agreements based on its contract 
with the Kaiser Steel Corp., 
which provides a 22.5-cent pack- 
age over a 20-month period.

NASA officials said that any 
new Atlas for an attempt to put 
a satellite in orbit around the 
moon would come from sources 
other than the Vega. project. 


They said that some of the $48,- 


000,000 saved by canceling Vega 
might be used to buy an Atlas 
for another moon attempt. 

Two of the six Atlas boosters 
originally scheduled for Vega 
will be available in 1960 and 
four in 196]. All of these will go 
to Atlas-Agena and to Centaur, 
officials said. 

Officials said today’s action 
would not speed up or delay 
NASA’s program of space 
launchings. Walter T. Bonney, 
chief NASA spokesman, said that 
by diverting Atlases and ‘money 
to the already proved Agena ve- 
hicle, ‘‘we are huying relia- 
bility.” 

In canceling its Vega contracts 
with the Convair division of 
General Dynamics and the Gen- 
eral Electric Co., NASA will 
lose about $17,000,000. The origin- 
al prime contract with Convair, 
announced last May, was for $33,- 
500,000. The original contract 
with General Electric, for liquid- 
fueled second stage engines of 
34,000 pounds of thrust, was for 
$4,120,000.

Hench of the Mayo Foundation, 
who shared in the 1950 Nobel 
prize in physiology and medi- 
cine, testified Merck’s advertis- 
ing was,not misleading. He said 
doctors would understand it. 


Dr, Augustus Gibson, medical 
research director for Merck, said 
the company followed through 
by distributing full and detailed 
reports on how patients reacted 
to Decadron. He, too, said doc- 
tors would understand language 
in the advertising. 

But Senator Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, the subcom- 
mittee chairman, said, ‘My 
present opinion is they (the ad- 
vertisers) considerably overstate 
as far as side effects are con- 
cerned. ‘‘I ‘don’t know as I want 
to state there was any effort to 
mislead.”

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PRISON BREAK LEADER 
CAUGHT: 6 STILL FREE 


MARTINSVILLE, Va., Dec. 11 
(UPI)—Charles W. (Yank) Stew- 
art, ringleader in the escape of 
20 convicts from North Caro- 
lina’s minimum security prison 
at Ivy Bluff, was captured here 
early today. 

Stewart was caught after he 
wrecked .the stolen automobile 
that he was driving in a police 
chase. Stewart’s car plunged 30 
feet off of a bridge down a river- 
bank near Martinsville. 

Only six of the 20 convicts 
who fled from the prison after 
overpowering the guards Tues- 
day were at large today. 

Police said Stewart offered no 
resistance, although he was 
armed with a revolver. 

Martinsville is about 40 miles 
from the North Carolina prison 
and is 60 miles south of Roanoke, 
Va. 

The search for the remaining 
six fugitives was centered in the 
Washington, D.C. area and cen- 
tral Virginia. 

The FBI said fingerprints 
found on an abandoned stolen 
car in suburban Washington at 
Arlington, Va., were those of 
Convicts Wiley Cummings,.

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CIGARETTE-CANCER 


THEORY QUESTIONED 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11 (AP)—The 
American Medical Association 
Journal says there is insufficient 


evidence “to warrant the as- 
sumption” that cigarette smoking 
is the major factor in the in- 
crease in lung cancer. 


A journal editorial yesterday 
questioned conclusicns in a re- 
port by Dr. Leroy E. Burney, 
Surgeon General of the United 
States Public Health Service, car- 
ried in the Journal two weeks 
ago. Dr. Burney’s report listed 
smoking as the main factor in 
the increase of lung cancer and 
concluded that heavy smokers 
were‘prone to the ; 


The Journal editorial said: 


“A number of authorities who 
have examined the same evi- 
dence cited by Dr. Burney do not 
agree with his conclusions. Al- 
though the studies reveal a rela- 
tionship between cigarette smok- 
ing and cancer that seems more 
than coincidental, they do not 
explain why, even when smoking 
patterns are the same, case rates 
are higher among men than 
among women and among urban 
than among rural populations. 


“Neither the proponents nor 
the opponents of the smoking 
theory have sufficent evidence 
to warant the assumption of an 
all-or-none authoritative position. 


“Until definitive studies are 
forthcoming, the physician can 
fullfill his responsibilty by watch- 
ing the situation closely, keeping 
informed of the facts, and advis- 
ing his patients on the basis of 
his apraisal of those facts. The 
Public Health Service can best 
meet its obligations by collecting 
and disseminating data for ail 
sources and making known to the

Feel NATO Is 
Going Downhill 


Twining Accuses 
France of Policies 
That Weaken De- 
fenses. 


PARIS, Dec. 11 (AP). 

THE “HIGHEST military offi- 
cers of the North Atlantic Alli- 
ance have concluded that the 
present trend of allied military 
policies will lead to dangerous 
weakness unless checked imme- 
diately. 

Authoritative sources said this 
was the conclusion of the mili- 
tary committee of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization, which 
ended its annual review yes- 
terday. 

In the meeting, the chairman 
of the United States Joint Chiefs 
of Staff; Gen, Nathan Twining, 
pointed squarely at France as 
the major offender. By implica- 
tion he charged that French 
President De Gaulle is the man 
responsible. 

The speech was greeted by 
raised eyebrows and shocked 
looks in the corridors of the 


Palais de Chaillot, where the 
committee met in secret session. 


INFORMANTS SAID the tenor 
of the military committee’s con- 
clusions was “‘we are going to 
hell in a hurry unless something 
is done soon.” 


The military men are perturbed 
particularly by the failure of 
most NATO governments to car- 
ry out 1957 agreements in prin- 
ciple to accept United States 
atomic weapons and stockpiles 
on their soil and to integrate 
their air forces into one air de- 
fense structure for Europe. 


De Gaulle has stalled both 
steps. He has declared publicly 
that integration of France’s 
forces into the NATO structure 
is unpalatable to him and a dead 
issue so far as he is concerned. 
He has refused to accept Amer- 
ican stockpiles of atomic weap- 
ons on French soil unless he gets 
more control over them than the 
United States is willing to give. 
As a-result American Air Forte 
units are being shifted to bases 
in Britain and West Germany.

What the County Needs 


I was. happy to see the letters 
from “County Taxpayer” and I. 
hiilter of Crestwood in this co'umn. 
But I wonder if they realize that 
the “mess” in the Revenue Col- 
lector’s office results basically from 
the structure of the county govern- 
ment, where administrative 
authority is divided among a large 
number of elected officials instead 
of being centered in an adequately 
gtaffed executive department? 

This episode, with the attendant 
inconvenience to so many county 
taxpayers, sharply points up the 
reed for revision of the County 
Carter. Under the present arranze- 
ment of divided authority it is im- 
possible to obtain the executive 
control ecsential to effective opera- 
tion of a modern county govern- 
ment. 

Every time that a proposal is put 
forth to eliminate some of the so- 
called “elective office,"’ we hear 
an outcry that this would destroy 
representative government. One 
must stop to remember that repre- 
sentative government does not re- 
quire the election of officials who 
perform purely administrative 
functions. 

Certainly the need for extension 
of the merit system to include all 
employes (outside of policy mak- 
inz positions) of the county is 
obvious to the citizens who have 
recently done battle for their right 
to pay their tax bills. Under present 
arrangements few departments in 
the county government have quali- 
fied civil servants to lend continuity 
to the day-by-day-functions of gov- 
ernment following each and every 
change in political administration. 

If I. Miller or “‘County Taxpayer” 
and the many other citizens whose 
views they may represent would 
spend just a little time examining 
the changes in county government 
urged by the Metropolitan. Survey , 
(pages 100-106, Path of Progress),

Nixon. 


For example, according to newspaper ac- 
counts collected by Senator Murray, Mr. 
Nixon said at Des Moines on April 21, 1954: 
“I predict that the verdict of history will be 
that Secretary of Agriculture Benson has 
been one of the best secretaries of agriculture 
in. our history, and that he was the friend of 
the farmer.” In a speech at Wabash, Ind., 
Sept. 17, 1955, Mr. Nixon defended the Ben- 
son lower price-lower production thesis. On 
April 9, 1956, Vice President Nixon broke a 
Senate tie vote in Mr. Benson’s favor, voting 
for sliding supports against mandatory 90- 
per-cent-of-parity supports for wheat. On 
Oct. 13 of that year, at Columbus, Nebr., Mr. 
Nixon contended the Administration farm 
program “is working.” In 1957, when fright- 
ened farm-belt Republicans were criticizing 
Mr. Benson, the Secretary of Agriculture, re- 
sponding to a question, said he had “every 


evidence of the support of the Vice President.”

Senator Murray's record ends in December, 
1957, which, after all, was two years ago. Per- 
haps the Vice President did not have the op- 
portunity to express himself in the mean- 
while, or perhaps, again; he came to under- 
stand the deadliness of the Benson tag.

It notes that in a 
press conference last month he called the 
present program “inadequate,” a fine political 
term that satisfies everybody... Life also says 
Mr, Nixon thinks there is a tendency to over- 
simplify the problem, but quotes him as tell- 
ing the press conference that the present 
program has shown it won’t work, that it will 
take real statesmanship above partisan dema- 
goguery to find a solution, and that Congress 
should give highest priority to the question 
next year.

An Imaginative Decision ; 

The Police Board is to be commended for 
its imaginative decision to bring former In- 
spector Curtis Brostron back into the depart- 
ment with the aim of making him chief early 
next year. His qualifications are first-rate 
—superior, in fact, and St. Louis is fortunate 
to be in position to rehire him. 


Unlike Kansas City, which is free to ap- 
point a police chief from outside the depart- 
ment, St. Louis is saddled with a provincial 
statute restricting the selection of a chief to 
members of the force from lieutenant on up. 
Mr. Brostron, now a vice president of Cup- 
ples-Hesse Corp.; is available only because 
he had served in St. Louis some 23 years in 
various ranks through lieutenant colonel. 


The Police Department’s own rules have 
had to be adjusted slightly to accommodate 
Mr. Brostron. There is said to be a feeling 
in some quarters within the department that 
this is a poor precedent. We disagree. The 
fact of change is secondary to the purpose of 
change, and in this case there can be no ques- 
tion that the Board’s purpose clearly serves 
the overriding public interest. Even if the 
Board had protected precedent and not 
changed the rules, there is no guarantee 
that some future Board, for purposes good 
or evil, would respect that precedent. 

The Board’s action in seeking out Mr. 
Brostron also is said to be a “slap in the 
face” to present eligibles. We do not think 
so. No doubt many officers among those 
eligible for the top post are qualified; but 
the Police Board, which is responsible for 
policy, considered Mr. Brostron best qualified 
of all those available to it, and we agree. We 
would hope that everyone in the department 
accepts the appointment for what it is — 
recognition of merit, not a bow to politics-— 
and extends to Mr. Brostron congratulations 
and full co-operation.

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MRS, ROOSEVELT 
ON RED CHALLENG 


Says Americans Don’t Real- 
ize It Ig in Economic, 
Cultural Fields. 


Americans have not risen to 
the challenge of Soviet plans for 
world Communism because they 
do not yet fully understand the 
nature of the challenge, Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt said here last 
night.: 

She addressed a public meet- 
ing commemorating the eleventh 
anniversary of the United Na- 
tions’ Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights, at Kiel Audito- 
rium Opera House. The meeting 
was sponsored by the St. Louis 
Council on Human Relations. 

Americans are a physically com- 
fortable people, and because of 
their comfort, are often not 
aware of the challenge presented 
by the hungry and underclothed 
peoples of the world, she said. 

It is among these underprivi- 
leged peoples that the Soviet 
challenge to United States lead- 
ership has most recently been 
strongest, Mrs. Roosevelt de- 
clared. 

Doesn’t Want War. 


Both Russians and ‘Americans 
alike realize, she said, that nei- 
ther country can survive a nu- 
clear war. Because of this, So- 
viet Premier Khrushchev does 
not want war. He would rather 
challenge this country in the eco- 
nomic and cultural spheres, Mrs. 
Roosevelt added. 

“This is the challenge we must 
realize: The Soviets are working 
very hard in these areas. And 
this knowledge will help us to 
understand what Khrushchev 
means when he says on the one 
hand that he does not want war, 
and on the other hand, that Com- 
munism will eventually cover the 
world,”” Mrs. Roosevelt said. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who was chair- 
man of the original United Na- 
tions commission which wrote 
the Declaration of Human Rights, 
said the document has proven 
its importance and value to the 
world in the 11 years of its ex- 
istence. 

Rights for All. 

Lasting world peace can never 
be achieved unless certain fun- 
damental human right are se- 
cured by all peoples of the 
world, she asserted.

Home Owner 
Needs Title 


Insurance

NEW YORK—Léts of people 
figure what’s good enough for a 
bank is good enough for them 
and that apparently is one of 
the reasons why many home 
owners do not take out title 
insurance, 


This is a mistake, apparently 
pinned to the. misapprehension 
that title insurance is a waste 
of money. There’s always a title 
search before a house changes 
hands, the argument goes, and 
if the title didn’t look good the 
lender would scarcely put his 
mortgage money out on a limb. 


The mortgage company, of 
course, nevér puts its money on 
a limb. It will almost invaria- 
bly—and sometimes at your ex- 
pense —take out an insurance 
policy against the odd chafice 
that title on the home it’s finane- 
ing is clouded, 


This protects the bank’s stake 
in the property, but does nothing 
whatever for your equity. In the 
event of trouble, according to 
Title Guarantee Co., one of New 
York’s oldest title insurance ore 
ganizations, the insurer ‘may 
fulfill his obligations to the mort 
gagee by purchasing the mort- 
gage, leaving the uninsured own 
er on his own to defend against 
title defects.”’ 


The fact tat a bank feels it 
necessary to hedge its side of 
tlie deal against unforeseen de- 
fects probably means it’s a good 
idea for the home owner to fol- 
low suit. 


Some title defects are really 
unforeseen. They erupt out of 
circumstances that do not show 
and cannot be traced in the pub- 
lic records, That sort of even- 
tuality is covered by one type 
of title insurance, in what might 
be ‘called a universal policy. 

There is a more limited form 
of title protection that offers a 
buffer only against an imperfect 
title search—defects that show 
in the public records but went 
undetected. |

Spate of Italian Spectacles 


WATCH OUT. Here comes that flood of Italian spectacles 

On Classical themes in dubbed-in English. “Hercules” opened 
the gates by nabbing millions in American coin at the box- 
office, and now a lot of Italian producers are getting in on 
the rush. The first, since “Hercules,” to 
arrive here is “SIGN OF THE GLADI- 
ATOR,” at the FOX THEATER. Its pro- 
ducer; Guido Brignone, and director, Vit- 
torio Musy Glori, have set out to show they 
can make a picture as gaudy and fully as 
bad as “Hercules.” They don’t suceeed, 
quite, but not because they didn’t try. 
This is about Zenobia, warrior queen of Palmyra, who 
tried to take over the Eastern Roman empire, actually con- 
quered Egypt, and was defeated and captured in Syria by 
the Emperor Aurelian in 271-272. Now,’ as Anita Ekberg, 
the Viking whose abilities as an actress are exceeded by 
her bust measurements, plays the Syrian queen, you know 
the role isn’t going to make people forget about Duse, Bern- 
hardt, Garbo or Fontanne. You aren’t di anp-inted there. 

But this standard of hamminess has been applied to the 
rest of the roles. They are shallow and two-dimensional, 
mostly posturing. George Marshall, or Marschal, a French 
actor who plays a General Marcus Valerius, a Roman who 
is taken prisoner, makes love to the queen under pretense of 
joining her, and leads her into an ambush, and Jacques 
Sernas, an Italian actor who plays a Roman centurian, are 
fair enough actors, but they can’t overcome a: trite script 
it which bad fiction predominates over history. 

There are such things as whippings of prisoners, dancing 
girls, slaughters, plots and counterplots, and that Yugoslavian 
cavalry dashing about with helmets, breastplates and short 
swords. Something tells me people are going to get pretty 
tired of that Yugoslavian cavalry before the next couple of 
years are over, and force them either to go to work or go 
attack Albania. The picture is badly edited—choppy in effect, 
and the dubbing is terrible. One of the silliest sadistic touches 
is. that in which huge catapults lob giant flaming arrows at 
the Syrians, each one burning a man to death as he writhes on 
the ground. One bowman from a shorter distance would 
have had the same effect as one of the big machines, but 
then we must be spectacular.

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Problems of the Outdoors 


By Leonard Hall 


It is interesting to look back 
over our recent 4000-mile jour- 
ney and see what outdoor mat- 


_ ters the people we met are 


thinking and talking about. These 
were, of course, individuals and 
groups concerned with the ‘‘nat- 
ural world around us” and man’s 
relationships with this world. 


At the Audubon convention in 
New York were delegates from 
40 states including Alaska. We 
visited, in addition, some 25 cit- 
ies in nine states’ where our 
hosts included seven colleges 
and universities, natural history 
museums, public school systems, 
nature clubs and local Audubon 
societies. Everywhere we found 
the same concerns; and since 
these have to do with the future 
well-being of all of us, it might 
pay to examine some of them. 
We have set these down at ran- 
dom with no effort to rate them 
in order of importance. 


One thing we found people 
talking about everywhere was 
the increasing need for land 
acquisition for three primary 
purposes. First is the need to 
set aside, before it is top late, 
adequate wilderness and natur- 
al areas of large size for es- 
thetic, scientific and recrea- 
tional purposes. Second in im- 
portance comes the acquisition 
of recreation areas at the coun- 
ty level, yet close to our grow- 
ing cities, These would supple- 
ment city and state parks, 
taking pressure off each. They 
would stress naturalness, yet 
would provide for such sports 
as hiking, tennis, picknicking, 
riding and the like. Finally 
would come the small natural 
areas of ecological and scien- 
tific interest, to be preserved 
with no more human use or in- 
terference than is compatible 
with this preservation. We 
found many individuals and 
groups working on such proj- 
ects. 


The whole problem of water is 
gaining widespread attention 
wherever people are interested 
in conservation. Too much water 
causing floods, too little water 
causing drouth and hardship to 
towns and industry and agricul- 
ture, water made dangerously 
dirty and unsafe by many caus-

This has been next to impossible in the past, but over 
the past six years we have been growing steadily and have 
gained in strength and in techniques of communication and 
co-operation. I think now it will be quite’ possible to keep 
not only each state informed of what goes on in different 
sections, but the country as a whole can be kept informed 
of what is going on nationally. ae
